Art is not simply man’s sense of the beautiful, 
it is also. an expression of his wisdom, that 
thought which guards the education and happi- 
ness of the soul. When we dave listen to 
music or seen the great in art we have not sim- 
ply enjoyed the gratifications of a sense of hap- 
piness but wo have boen upon a moral hight 
where the air is purer than the common air and 
where there are more distinct traces of the pres- 
ence of God. Moses is said to have gone up into 
a mountain to receive the laws of the Almighty 
and catch glimpges of a glory not visible in the 
vale.

AMERICAN CITIZENSHIP. 


ITS RIGHTS AND DUTIES-SERMON BY THE REV. 
EB. I. GALVIN. 

The Rev. E. I. Galvin preached to his congre- 
‘gation yesterday morning upon “The Rights 
and Duties of American Citizenship,“ having for 
his text: | 

Open ye the gates, that the teous nation which 
koepeth the truth may enter in.—Isa tah, b., 2. 

When the old Hebrew prophet’ spoke these 
words, he intended that they should last for all 
time. Men are coming to recognize more and 
more the sublime meaning of righteousness, not 
only as a partof religion but also as a ne- 
cessity in everyday life. The spirit of 
righteousness is an essential factor of the 
good citizen and of the Nation as well as the in- 
dividual. “Righteousness,” said an ancient | 
proverb, “exailteth a nation,” and this was a 
ruling word for the present hour. It had claims 
which should be heard above the din of party 
life and clamor. It was held by many that re- 
lizion te one thing politics another,—that the 
pulpit should never have anything to say upon 
affairs not purely peligious in their. nature. For 
centuries men u to isolate themselves from 
their fellow men, and surrendering their minds 
to a morbid picty lived alone in the exercise of 
what they called religious duties. dt was differ- 
ent now, however, wheu the teachers of 
religion moved among men, took part in their 
every-day life, shared fully their relationship 
to the State, and thus became interested in pol- 
itics with the rest of mankind. He did not 
mean by this that a minister of the Gospel 
should take part in the trickeries which are too 
common with all parties during strong political 
excitement, but t he had a right to do and 
shoula do bis best to raise the science of gov- 
ernment to the highest and purest possibie 
standard. 

The preacher referred to the fact that after 
their escape from bondage the people of Israel 
came under a theocratic form of government, 
and that,even after the Kingdom was formed, 
tho idea still prevailed that Jehovah was the ruler 
above ail. ith them reiigion had much to do 
with politics, and it was only after they had lost 
their righteousness that they failed as a polit- 
ical power. 

Iu this self-governed country a misapprehen- . 
sion as to the nature of what self-government, 
meant was widespread. Even native Amer- 
icans had frequently a very incorrect idea of the 
matter, and mistook moral laxity and license 
and self-indulgenve for it. The covetous man, 
the avaricious man, the shrewd speculator, the 
prodigal, the libertine,—what did they know or 
the true nature of a government of the people, 
by the people, and for the people. 

It should be borne in mind that the mere acci- 
dent of birth should not shut men’s eyes to the 
fact that the government of his native land 
might have faults, or that other governments 
might be in some respects superior to his own. 
It was a most reliable fact that people who 
shouted vox populi,“ and insisted with the 
greatest vehemence upon the ee of the 
people's rights, were frequently seeking to ad- 
vance their own ends, which were by no means 
patriotic. 

The hou @:alled on men to close their ears te 
the partisau cries of the street rapbie, to fix 
. their minds upon the things that afe the true 
test of patriotism. For several months past the 
American people have been passing tttrough the 
heat of a political campaign. ilification of 
candidates been rampant; vitu tion bas 
beeu allowed totake the piace of argument, 
and it would be found to recoil upon those who 
hau used it. The election of the President of 
the United States was anything but a light mat- 
ter, and each Yoter should remember that he 
possibly beld in his hand the power of shaping 
the destiny of the Nation. Too much emphasis 
could not be laid upon the necessity for purity 
of the ballot. Every man before voting should 
to his own satisfaction supply answersto the 
questions which bave arisen during the cam- 
paign. Weshould consider whether the party 
now in power has done its duty or not, whether 
it was right or proper that youth in the 
United States should be instructed in a sectional 
history of the Cnited States, whether the Solid 
South should be allowed to ruie the land. Let 
no man bo deluded by the superficial idea that it 
would be a good thing to have a change of Gov- 
ernment simply for the sake of a change. 

The preacher 2 a tribute to the Adminis- 
tration of President Hayes, and closed by saying 
that the great and sacred duty of American 
citizenship was now before the people. Every 
man. then, should on Tuesday put his heart and 
conscience in his vote, and the result would be 
the giving to the Nation an Administraffen as 
pure and honest as that which had preceded it. 


CHURCH AND STATE. 
SERMON BY THE REY. C. S..SMITH. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna,. 
BLOOMINGTON, Oct. 31.—Durley Hall was filled 

to-night by an immense crowd assembled to 
hear the Rev. C. S. Smith, pastor of the African 
M. E. Church, this city, and for several terms 
member of the Alabama Legislature, preach a 
sérmon on the relation of the Chiirch to the 
State. His address was one of much ability, 
and was enthusiastically applauded. The fol- 
lowing is one of the most powerful passages: 

It is necessary for the people to maintain 
the principles of liberty and justice iu order to 
have good government. Unfortunately for 
this country, this condition does not exist in 
every section, and consequentiy the Govern- 
ment presents the anomalous spectacle of its 
north, east, aud west sides in a healthy condi- 
tion, and its south side diseased. Perfect devel- 
opmeut should be sought for and maintained 
in the Government as well as in the physical, 
moral, and intellectual realm. The speedy 
and effectual cure of a diseased part of the 
body is universally desired. No man will carry 
a paral ed limb if it is possibie for him to hav? 
Its vitality restored; and no man will remain 
Y affected with leprous sores if he can secure 
their removal. Speaking advisedly we assert 
that the South is a leprous spot on the body of 
this Nation. What shall bo done with it? Cut it 
of? No. Make external applications of the so- 
called balm of eoneiliation? No. Nurse it at 
the breast of the ‘traditions’ cherished by a 
long line of iliustrious defunct partisans? No. 
Yieid it to the care of those the touch of whose 
breath, to National life and supremacy, is as 
fatal as the upus tree? No. Hands off and let 
italone? No; for that would be to subject the 
whole body to disease. What then? Let the State 
the peopie—adjust and enforce the functions of 
8 to meet the exigencies of the case.

THE CITIZHN’S DUTY. . 
SERMON BY THE REV. A. c. GEORGE. 

The following is a synopsis of a very interest- 
ing and significant sermon preached last even- 
ing by the Rev. A. C. George, pastor of Cente- 
nary Methodist Church. A very large and deeply 
interested audience was present. The rever- 
end gentieman announéed his text from Prov- 
erbs, vill., 15-16. “By me King; froiga, and 
Princes decree justice. By me princes rule, and 
nobles, even all the judges of the cart.“ 
He commenced by stating that he had promised 
to preach upon the duty good men owe to their 
country. Altbough the people were upon the 
verge of a great election, he did not propose to 
discuss ‘partisan politics. It was a felicitous 
remark of James K. Polk, when he finished his 
Presidential * that 
to cease being a slave 
one of the sovereigns.”” The idea was a grand 
one, as it could be justly said that every citizen 
ot this county was a in the fullest 
sense of the word. A general election under a 
representative form of government was a 
and mighty thing, and ought to be taken rever- 
ently and thougatfully, and in the light of God. 
Referring to the duty of American citizens, the 
speaker sald: 

First, it was the right and duty of every man 
to vote. He owed it to man and God,—he owed 
it to society to unite with all good men who like 
himself had a right to vote, to decree in 
that measure law and justice. Especially 
should every wan vote. Certainly 
every bad man would. These men always 
voted, and used their right to vote tor 
purposes of pilfering the people 
by fuisting themsetves into office. With many a 
man the act of voting is his chiefest opportunity 
for consideration, and, although he might be a 
vagabond and an outcast, hig vote counted, and 
on election: he becomes a sovereign. The 
Nation needs the devotion and presence of its 
best citizens at the ballot-box. it was an insult 
to God to prevent any man from voting, and no 
justiy be threatened at that time be- 
cause of his political prociivities. It was a 
shame that men would pusillanimously stand by 
and see other men deprived of their franchise. 
It was at the peril ot the State that any wron 
was’ inflicted upon any man at the polis, an

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wrongs were 
did not 
poiitics, but the speaker thought politics needed 
religion. A virtuous man ought to his 
convictions into every relation of life, and his 
itical convicuon should be firmly grounded 
n Christian doctrine... It was, under these cir- 
cumstances, the duty of Christian men to find 
on which side were to be found the principles of 
Christ. When the very fountain of public wel- 
fare was undermined by bad men, there could 
be but one result,—degradation and immorality. 
No bad man ought to be elected to office. His 
life ina pubiic position became an example to 
young men, and if his life was immoral and eor- 
rupt his influence was to debauch, and iu some 
instances wreck, the lives of these younger 
men. 

In selecting candidates for office there was 
certainly a line beyond which Christian meu 
could not goin conferring honor upon corrupt 
and dishonest men. Parties have their piaces 
and their uses, and he believed with President 
Hayes that he serves his party best who serves 
his country best,“ and a man had better see his 
party defeated than assist in any measure not 
for the general beaciit of his rave und bis coun- 
try. The Anglo-Saxon race was the grandest 
and most hervic in the worid, and its future 
growth in all that is great could not be per- 
fected, if perfection was possibile, without log- 
ical deductions based upon the various opinions 
of the people. Free speech was necessary, and 
there must be strife and a war of words if the 
Nation was to remain in 

Christ taught the idea of human tiberty, and 
Paul also preached the doctrine that ail men 
were born equal, and, having received this rich 
inheritance, it was the business of the Ameri- 
can people to preserve it. They owed some- 
thing to the generations to come after them. 
ln this political strife there were immense edu- 
cational powers. Men run into little personal 
affairs, where they contract and shrink into 
as littl compass as the smal! business in which 
they may beengaged. Agitation and debate in 
England had saved that great people from be- 
coming a nation of shopkeepers, en listen to 
the most eloguent Oraturs, they read the pro- 
ductions of the greatest minds upou subjects of 
the atest interest. It was .ifmpossible for 
the Nation to experience these things without 
becoming broader, better, and nobier. Glad- 
stone had seen growth and stability of a 
government of the people and for the ot ge 
and that great statesman and thinker h a 
pretty good appreciation of the fact that no 
soverninent was as good, as strong, and as fra- 
ternal as a real genuine democratic government. 
Mr. Seward in 1563 had said that he who loved 
his home, his State, or his section better than 
his country was not worthy to be a citizen of the 
greatest and best country that God had ever 
perinitted to come into existence, and the same 
vpinion yet held 6 National prosperity 
did not come in a matter of fact 
manner. We ought to thank God for genial 
skies, vast resources, skill, capital, and business 
ability, yet we needed more. Of greater im- 
portance was perfect constitutional govern- 
ment, absolute safety for every man, in every 
section of the land, and protection under these 
laws for all classes of people. Common - 
perity was the result of good and beneficent 
government. With schools and colleges, multi- 
tudes of happy homes, and millions of happy 
people, with u grand country, in which all peopie 
from every quarter of the globe are weicomed 
us partivipants in its glory, it was the duty of 
every citizen to vote and assist in every way to- 
wards the perpetuation of the grandest Govern- 
ment the world had ever Sn.

Wasngncron, D. C., Oct. 31.—The text of the 
confession t Charles H. Smith, the engraver 
who was under the tyranny of Brockway, and 
who engraved the plate upon which the bonds 
inthe possession of Doyle were printed, has 
been received at the Treasury.
